sumers becoming too steep. Livestoci. 
men who had been facing the problem 
of marketing this surplus with the 
embargo in force will have some re 
lief, and their cost of operatio: 
which had been on the increase, wil: 
in part be covered by the slightl; 
higher prices they may now obtain 
This action is part of the govern- 
ment’s policy of removing vontrois 
gradually, as soon as conditions in 
one particular industry and in the In- 
dustry’s consumer market permit it. 
It may cause a slight rise in the cost 
of living index, but a temporary in. 
crease which in time will be com. 
pensated by the increased production 
of that particular commodity. Release 
of cattle for export to the United 
States also means an additioanl source 
of U.S. currency, and our holdings 
of that currency are still too small 
for the health of our national econ 
omy,

AGRICULTURE NOMES 

E. B. Martin, agricultural engineer 
for the Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture, says that heavy losses duging 
from inefficient 
use of the combine. 

Mr. Martin advises that there are 
a number of places where grain may 
be lost, including the cutter bar, cyl- 
inder, straw rack and the shoe, The 
cylinder loss is usually the lowest 
but the adjustment at the cylinder has 
a devided effect on the losses at the 
rack and shoe. In order to reduce 
total machine loss it is desirable that 
the losses at each of thes places be 
balanced as much as possible. 

Loss at the cutter bar is usually 
one of the highest. 
shelled grain and heads that have 
been thrown to the ground by an im- 
properly adjusted reel, Next in exe 
tent is the rack loss, and this is im- 
portant becouse so many adjustments 
of 
bearing on the extent of the rack loss. 
Overloading means higher rack logses 
A high shoe loss is usually associated 
with a highrack loss.

Wider Medical Service 


THE NEED FOR IMPROVED MEDICAL SERVICE for the people who 
live in remote districts of the prairie provinces and the North West Terri- 
tories, has been frequently pointed out in the press and by others who are 
interested in public health and welfare. Many of the people who live in 
settlements situated far from railway lines and good highways lack ade- 
quate medical care in cases of serious illness or accidents, in spite of the 
fact that frequent “mercy flights” are made by the R.C.A.F., and by char- 
tered planes, In Saskatchewan, two government-owned air ambulances are 
operated from bases in Regina and Prince Albert, and they do excellent 
work in the areas which they serve. There are many people, however, who 
are of the opinion that there should be a service of this kind, organized by 
the government, for the benefit of all those living in isolated districts in 
the North West.

In Australia, where there are also many remote 
Units Operate Settlements, seven medical bases have been estab- 
lished. Each one of these bases has a well-equipped 
In Australia hospital, and a “flying doctor’, who visits patients 
and can bring them by air to the hospital if that is necessary, This ser- 
vice, operated for the benefit of people living far from railways and high- 
ways, was considered necessary by the Australian government to encour- 
age new settlers to enter sparsely-populated areas. Services of a similar 
nature would no doubt be an inducement to people contemplating settling 
in such districts here. There is still much productive land which it is in the 
interest of the country to settle and develop, and provision of assured medi- 
cal service would undoubtedly encourage people who might otherwise hesi- 
tate to live there, 8

é. Rural doctors, the Red Cross and medical mis- 
Splendid Work sionary workers do splendid work in caring for 
the sick in isolated districts, but there is still, no 
Has Been Done doubt, a need for “flying doctors”, to bring help 
in cases requiring care which cannot be provided in such places, and to 
visit patients where there is no established medical service. Dr. Mary 
Johnstone, M.B.E., who was for some time a medical doctor in northern 
Alberta, has expressed the opinion that many lives could have been saved 
in the district which she served, had there been facilities for bringing help 
by air in cases of critical illness. In addition to being an inducement to 
prospective settlers, the introduction of medical service by air would be a 
humanitarian measure which would benefit the many people now living in 
the northern parts of the western provinces. This is one of the questions 
deserving the consideration of those interested in the welfare of our people.

Story Of Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police Bands Is Most Interesting 


WINNIPEG. — Few things set the 
pulse racing or stir the heart more 
than the swing of a martial air 
played by a good band. The people 
of Manitoba had this aptly demon- 
strated as they heard at various 
points concerts by the R.C.M.P. band 
which recently completed the Mani- 
toba leg of a dominion-wide tour, 

The scarlet-clad aggregation is the 
seventh band possessed by the force. 
Official records covering earlier 
musical groups were destroyed in a 
fire in 1897. But what is known of 
the earlier bands forms an adven- 
turous and sometimes rollicking his- 
tory. 

The R.C.M.P. Quarterly, official 
publication of the force, relates the 
experiences of one such band formed 
at Swan river barracks in 1876, It 
tells of the band’s debut on Queen 
Victoria's birthday in 1876, 

“The Indians had never heard such 
a@ band before and showed intense 
surprise; especially the squaws .and 
youngsters, who ran to their tepees 
in terror, The men liked the big 
drum and offered to trade a good 
horse for it.” 

Later bands were used to impress 
the Indians at treaty signings and 
other functions. In 1877 when a 
chieftain of shady reputation march- 
ed to the government encampment 
with his procession headed by the 
Mounted Police band, the brass was 
lustily playing “Hold the Fort for I 
am Coming”, 

When asked why he chose such 
an inappropriate. tune, the bandmas- 
ter, aware of the chieftain’s bad 
reputation, said, ‘“Isn’t there a verse 
commencing, ‘See the mighty host 
advancing, Satan leading on’?” 

The Quarterly let the cat out of 
the bag in describing the sudden and 
rather disastrous end of the Fort 
Walsh band in 1881, Those used to 
the courteous efficiency of the Moun- 
ties may find it hard to believe, but 
the Quarterly says it’s so, 

In celebration of the news of a

How Grain Can 
e Stored Safely 


OTTAWA. — Now is the time to 
prepare grain storage for the new 
crop. Moisture and insects are the 
greatest threats to farm stored 
grain, The most important factor 
in good storage is keeping the grain 
dry. Uniformly dry grain will es- 
cape insect attack and spoilage. 

By observing the following pre- 
cautions grain can be stored safely. 

Repair leaky roofs to exclude rain 
and snow, 

Brush ‘down: walls thoroughly. 
Clean all cracks and remove all 
grain debris. Sweep the floor with 
damp sawdust and destroy sweep- 
ings. Spray the clean empty bin 
with 5 per cent. DDT, spray at the 
rate of one gallon per thousand 
square feet of wall and floor surface 
area and allow to dry thoroughly 
before binning the grain. 

Do not fill the granary to the roof 
but provide all possible ventilation 
without allowing moisture to enter.

Import Ban On 
Vegetables Will 
Not Be Lifted 


OTTAWA. — Forecasts made by a 
number of eastern newspapers that 
the import ban on all U.S. fruits and 
vegetables would be removed simul- 
taneously with the lifting of the 15 
to 25 per cent. excise tax proved un- 
founded. Nevertheless, it is well 
known in price board circles that this 
barricade against fruit and vege- 
table imports is due to be lifted at 
the moment when the Canadian crops 
are disposed of, 


There is strong pressure already 
being exerted by vegetable and fruit 
growers to maintain the import ban 
in some modified degree. They are 
bringing the argument that, as the 
result of the fruit and vegetable ban, 
there was a huge increase in Cana- 
dian market garden planting this 
year; that this encouragement of 
Canadian production ought to con- 
tinue next year, perhaps under some 
schedule of seasonal imposition and 
removal, 


In a measure, this is already done 
by means of seasonal tariffs, none of 
which, however, operated so effectu- 
ally as the total prohibition of the 
ban imposed last November, The 
fruit and vegetable growers contend 
that no unfavorable effects on Can- 
adian health developed as the result 
of the fruit and vegetable ban, as 
had been predicted by some experts, 
The chief effect, of course, was on 
prices which soared until W.P.T.B. 
imposed ceilings on the sky rocket- 
ing markets, 


MAKING MORE STEEL 
AVAILABLE FOR NAILS 


OTTAWA.— The government has 
moved to aid Canadian builders of 
residential homes stalled by a critical 
shortage in the supply of steel wire 
nails, 

Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation said the government's 
steel controller will take steps to in- 
crease the production of nails by di- 
verting certain quantities of steel rod 
into the nail manufacturing industry. 

The small production increase ex- 
pected will be distributed by C.M.- 
H.C, branch offices when  non- 
priority residential builders show 
proof of inability to obtain nails 
through usual sources, e 

C.M.H.C, said the government's 
move was “an emergency measure” 
and was not intended to meet total 
requirements of any individual. 


Output For Flour 
Mills Decreased 


OTTAWA. — Output of Canadian 
flour mills in June showed a decrease 
from June, 1947, The bureau of sta- 
tistics reported a 22-per cent, de- 
crease in wheat flour produced— 
1,911,800 barrels compared with 2,- 
448,800 

Cumulative output for first 11 
months of the current crop year was 
22,429,400 barels, a 14-per cent, de- 
cline, 

Wheat used in flour production to- 
talled 8,747,400 bushels in June 
against 10,981,000 last year. Amount 
milled for flour in the 11 months of 
this crop year was 101,869,000 bush- 
els compared with 117,665,000,

Hone Subsidy 
Will Stabilize 
Bread Prices 


OTTAWA.—A prices board official 
has informed a press conference here 
that the 45-cent subsidy or drawback 
to be paid to. millers of domestic 
flour to stabilize bread prices at 
their present level will be based on 
domestic annual consumption of 
about 65,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
On that basis, the cost to the Can- 
adian taxpayers would be about $29,- 
250,000 a year. 

The same source of information 
said it was estimated the removal of 
the subsidy on fats and oils would 
mean the saving to the government’ 
of from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 a 
month — in other words, it would 
largely balance the payment of the 
flour milling subsidy. 

But while the payment of the 45- 
cent subsidy to millers of flour for 
domestic consumption is calculated 
to meet the increased cost of wheat 
—raised from $1.55 to $2.00 a bushel 
to the level of the British contract 
Aug. 1—it does not take into con- 
sideration the increased cost of 
shortenings used in bread due to the 
removal of the fats and oils subsidy, 

The government, it is said unoffi- 
cially, is hoping that the shortening 
costs will be absorbed by the baking 
industry and not passed on to con- 
sumers in higher bread prices. It is 
pointed out that the government still 
has authority to impose ceilings on 
retafl bread prices (which it does 
not want to do unless forced).

The financial assis- 
tance even applies to repairs (on ap- 
in 
cases where damage has been caused 
by floods or other natural causes 
within one year after the project has 
been completed. 

But the extremely rapid year-by- 
year increase in the number of water 
projects in Saskatchewan, Manitoba, 
and Alberta, if interesting from the 
bird’s eye view, is vitally important 
to the farmer below because of the 
great change for the better it has 
made in his every day life. Some 
farmers even use the large dugout 
for small, but important, individual 
irrigation tracts. All have the bene- 
fit of additional water for the home, 
for livestock, some even use the 
larger and modern dugouts for swim- 
ming pools, 

The average life of a dugout has 
for some reason been set at 10 years. 
That period was set before the Do- 
minion Government stepped in with 
experts to supervise. It is now known 
that a properly constructed dugout 
should last far more than 20 years, 


HONEY TEST BEING 
MADE AT CHURCHILL 


FORT WILLIAM.—The busy bee, 
his activities normally associated 
with southern summers, is working 
far in the north this year.

|Health Grants 


To Provinces 
Are Announced 


OTTAWA. — The federal govern- 
ment’s new health grants to the 
provinces, from the $30,000,000 voted 
by parliament at the last session, 
have been announced by Health Min- 
ister Paul Martin. 

The grants, which Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King said in announcing 
the move are intended as a step to- 
wards a national health service, were 
worked out mainly on the basis of 
estimated 1947 populations. 

They are topped by the $9,667,979 
which Ontario will receive with Que- 
bec next at $8,985,035. British Col- 
umbia will get $2,529,153; Saskatche- 
wan, $2,001,742; Alberta, $1,968,738; 
Manitoba, $1,805,965; Nova Scotia, 
$1,541,779; New Brunswick, $1,226,- 
052, and Prince Edward Island, 
$293,857. 

The largest single type of grant 
is for hospital construction. Divided 
on a population basis, it makes $4,- 
336,439 available to Ontario. Quebec 
will have $3,842,650; British Colum- 
bia, $1,080,745; Saskatchewan, $871,- 
636; Alberta, $850,932; Manitoba, 
$769,151; Nova Scotia, $642,857; New 
Brunswick, $508,282, and Prince Ed- 
ward Island, $97,308, 

This is a “matching grant’, avail- 
able if the provinces put up at least 
as much money as the federal gov- 
ernment, It will be paid for specific 
projects, not in a lump sum. To 
qualify for it hospital construction 
must have begun on or after April 1, 
1948. The cancer grants also must 
be matched. 

The restriction—that new projects 
must be undertaken—applies to the 
other grants, 

The hospital grant will be paid on 
the basis of $1,000 for each new bed 
for acute cases and $1,500 for new 
bed for chronic cases, The amount 
paid from federal funds is not to ex- 
ceed one-third of the total cost. 

In the case of hospitals or addi- 
tions to them started before April 1, 
the grant can be obtained for con- 
struction done after that date. 

The second largest grant is for 
mental’ health — $4,000,000 rising to 
$7,000,000 a year over a period of 
years. There will be a flat $25,000 
grant to each province and the rest 
divided on basis of populations. 

The government has allocatcd §3,- 
500,000 for cancer control, again to 
be distributed for specific projects. 

In the case of the $100,000 public 
health research grant, which the an- 
nouncement said will not be divided 
provincially, individual projects will 
be submitted to the dominion coun- 
cil of health which will recommend 
whether they should be accepted ar 
not,
